SECRETARY HULL ORDERS 


AMBASSADOR TAKE UP 


NEWSPAPER ATTACKS 


NEW RETREAT FOR MRS. SIMPSON 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 11. 


ecretary Hull today 


instructed Ambassador Wil- 
liam E. Dodd at Berlin to 
make vigorous representa- 
tions to the German 
for- 


eign office concerning re- 
cent articles appearing in 
the German press about the Unit- 
ed States. 


The secretary of state recently 


apologized 
formally to ' the 
Ger- 


man embassy here for remarks 
made by Mayor Fiorello H. La- 
Guaidia of Now York in which 
LaGuardia referred to Chancellor 
Hitler as a "brownsnirteu fanat- 
ic." 


LaGuardia's 
statements, 
made 


before the women's section of the 
American Jewish Congress, evok- 
ed a delude of criticism from the 
German press in which LaGuar- 
dia not only was attacked 
but 


American institutions and Jewish 
women also were flayed. 


This press campaign was called 


to Secretary Hull's attention 
by 


Mrs. Stephen S. Wise, wife of the 
noted Jewish rabbi and chairman 
of the women's 
section of 
the 


American Jewish Congress. 


Her formal letter prompted Sec- 
retary Hull to dispatch immediate 
orders to Ambassador Dodd to ex- 
press "emphatic comment" to the 
German foreign office and to say 
the United States government was 
R mazed at the fierceness of the 
German press attack. 


It was understood recent nrti- 


nle-s published by Der Angriff, a 
leading Berlin journal, wore 
par- 


ticularly 
offensive 
to 
American 


officials.

the

safer 
at 
all 


times.

Mr. McCammon presided at the 


meeting, and the invocation wns 
pronounced 
by Rev. T. Edgar 


Ncal, pastor of the First Method- 
ist church. A sllprht delay was

when the crowd wag larger than 
anticipated and extra accommoda- 
tions had to be provided to care 
for the crowd, which numbered 
more than 60. 


Definite Safety 
Program.

dicted that 20 persons would be 
killed In Navarro county In 1937, 
stating that he was basing his 
estimate on tho law of averages 
with Its inevitable results. 


Mr. Rutland Insisted that acci- 


dents "did not just happen" 
but 


were caused, listing among the 
causes haste and too much speed, 
liquored drivers, and defects—eith- 
er in drivers, vehicles or roads. 


A three-point program was ad- 


vanced as tha solution for the 
deadly «manace, 
including 
engi- 


neering to remove hazards to trav- 
el, education to remove the cause 
of accident, and enforcement 
of 


laws to see that the causes were 
removed permanently. The speak- 
er then amplified each step In the 
program dwelling at 
length on 


the educational phase, and urging 
that the principles of traffic safe- 
ty be taught children in the ele- 
mentary grades where they still 
had safe habits. The speaker in- 
sisted that by the time a child

should have become a life habit, 
they should know traffic regula- 
tions.

and make cnstt crops more of a 
secondary matter. Typical of this 
type of rounty are Glllesple coun- 
ty, Kerr county, and Kendall coun- 
ty, where the percentage of ten- 
ancy ranges from 21 per -cent tn 
27 per ci'nt. Some comparatively 
low tenancy areas aro also found 
In southeastern Texas, where thero 
Is another area of small livo-at- 
homc farms. ]n five counties just 
north of Boaumont, the percent- 
age of tenancy runs from 32 per 
cent to 38 per cent, as compared 
with an average for the state of 
57 per cent. 
Til roe-Point Program 
The Resettlement Administration 


Is carrying out a three-point pro- 
gram to improve the conditions of 
tenant farmers and help them to- 
ward 
eventual ownership of the 


land. These activities are: 
(1) Rural 
rehabilitation, whicn 


resulted last year In lending S'J,- 
010,971 to 29,653 Texas farm fami- 
lies for the purchase of teams, 
tools and equipment which they 
would have been able to obtain in 
no other way. The central feature 
of this program 
Is guidance In 


llvo-at-home" methods, such as 
have kept certain sections of the 
state low In tenancy and high In 
percent }'. owner operators. 


(2) Debt 
adjustment 
commit- 


tees, organized by the Resettle- 
ment Administration and working 
under its supervision, are prevont- 
ng hard-prescsd land owners from 
losing their farms through fore- 
closure- and thereby swelling the 
ronks of tenants still farther. 


(3) Construction Is now in pro- 


gress or authorized on 183 farms 
in Texas which have been bought 
for sale to farm tenants on 40- 
ycars time at not more than thres 
per cent interest. Eighty-five fam- 
ilies already living on these farms 
ar using 
th 
original 
buildings 


which are to be remodeled or re- 
placed by new ones.

and costly property damage aa a 
result of fires. 


Official estimates recently Indi- 
cated that more than 450 persons 
lost their lives from fires In Texas 
last year, and approximately fi.OOO 
have died from burns or explos- 
ions since 1D22. tiao of kerosene 
for starting or quickening fires 
was among tho most deadly cause 
last year, 
taking n toll 
of 40 


lives; 50 persons died as a result 
of standing too close to a stove 
or open fire; and 4fi were trapped 
in fires. 


Safety, campaigns form a part 


of the 
course o'f study In most 


schools, but local officials point 
out that too much emphasis can- 
not be placed on the observance 
of 
certain 
sensible 
precautions 
that lessen the possibilities of In- 
jury and death from fire. 


A set of "Fifteen Flro Cautions" 
have been compiled nnd are pre- 
sented for the attention of tho 
adult and child: 


Fifteen Fire Cautions. 
1. Keep children and fire safely 
apart. 
Children 
can be taught 


the dangers of fire. Keep matches 
out of the way of children. 


2. Dn not throw away cigars, 
cigarettes and 
matches without 


first extinguishing them. A care- 
less smoker Is as bad as an elec- 
tric storm to burn the buildings. 


3. Do not allow accumulations 


of combustible waste materials in 
or near the house. Without them 
fires 
from 
carelessly 
discarded 


smoking materials would be less 
frequent. 


4. Keep chimneys and stovepipes 


clean with all joints nnd connect- 
ions tight. 
Provide separate met- 


al cans for ashes and for rubbish. 
Never mix. 


6, Place 
substantial 
flra-reslst- 
cnt guards In front of all wood- 
work, close to sources of heat. 
Tho open flames of gas. kerosene, 
alcohol, nnd gasoline stoves should 
bo particularly shielded. 


B. Keep greasy nnd oily rags In 


tightly closed metal cans provided 
tor that purpose. 


7. Avoid the 
filling of lighted 


lamps. Avoid the use of kerosene

Uso Safe Solutions.

Use some 
of the. safc-r solutions now obtain- 
nbln and those, in any consider- 
able quantity, out of doors and 
during the day. 


!>. Keep all open flames away 


from gas leaks. 
Explosive mix- 
tures of gas and nir are quickly 
formed In such places, and they 
only need a lighted match or ta- 
per to cause, disastrous results. 


10. Avoid hanging lace curtains, 


nnd other draperies near gas jets 
of other open flames.

11. Avoid toy wax candles. Each 
year a number of deaths of chil- 
dren due to placing candles on

where there Is a lighted lamp or
